TELEGRAPH L INES IN THE TROPICS. 

They Are Interfered with hy Monkeys. 
Spiders, riant, and Other Things. 

Tho btisiness of tolegraphing has 
its difficulties and is prolific of exas 
perations in this town and country, 
with dead wires and live wires, 
crosses and tangles, cyclones and 
blizzards, and auroras read "bugs." 
Telographic communication any- 
where is subject to interruption from 
a hundred and one causes, and few 
people who kick about the service 
are aware of the difficulties to be 
overcome in maintaining a perfect 
electrical circuit. But in tho tropics 
the maintenance of a telegraph lino 
in good working order is a constant 
uphill fight against all manner of in- 
terrupting enemies that linemen and 
operators in this latitude nr — 
dream of. 

In Brazil the wires get tangled up 
with the cablelike web of an im- 
mense spider, which, dripping with 
dew orrain. makes cross connections, 
short circuits and grounds almost 
daily. Ants often destroy tho poles 
in a few weeks. Monkeys swing on 
the wires and break them, and in tho 
forests creepers and ropelike withes 
overgrow the poles and wires every 
few weeks. All this is more or less 
tnio of all Central and South Amer- 
ica. 

In Cuba there Is an orchid that in- 
crusts the wire and causes leakage. 
In the West Indian islands the johjj 
crows, or turkey buzzards, mako life 
miserable for the telegraph and tele 
phone people. These big, heavy birds, 
the scavengers, are around in great 
numbers. They roost on tho wires 
or fly up against them and invaria 
bly break them short off. 

In one large town the telephone 
lines that ran by the public market 
had to be put underground because 
the buzzards congregated there in 
great numlxjrs, rested on the wires 
and broke them almost nightly. On 
the pampas of Argentina tho herds 
of practically wild cattle rub and butt 
against tho poles and frequently 
break them down. 

For somo years it was altogether 
impossible to maintain a lino of telo 
graph through Persia for more than 
a few days at a time. The natives 
regularly destroyed it as a device of 
the evil one. Finally the shah issued 
an edict making the loss of an ear 
the penalty for a first offense of do 
stroyingthe telegraph line; tho loss 
of a hand for tho second, and death 
by being buried to the neck in the 
sand beside the telegraph line the 
penalty for a third offense. One 
eared men were common in Persia 
for several years, for the shah was 
determined to introduce civilizing in- 
fluences. —New York Sun. 



How Vultures Wore Fooled. 

Somo sports took place at a station 
in upi>er Burmah, one of tho events 
being what is popularly known as a 
"Victoria Cross race;" that is, the 
competitors have to ride some dis- 
tance, taking two or three hurdles 
on their way, to a point where there 
are arranged a number of figures in 
stuffed cases, shaped like human 
bodies; they then dismount, fire a 
round of blank cartridge, pick up a 
dummy each, and race back. In 
this case, after the sports were over 
the dummies were left on the 
ground, and in about half an hour 
after the ground was deserted I no- 
ticed a vulture settle on the ground 
close to the dummies; in about an- 
other fivo minutes, more than thirty 
had collected. 

The birds seemed much puzzled as 
they carefully inspected each lay 
figuro, walking from one to the next 
all along the line, and eventually, 
after sitting in a circle for a short 
time, flew away. These birds must 
have discovered the dummies by 
sight, though 1 have often heard 
that vultures rely on their sense of 
smell as well,— Cor. London Specta- 
tor.

Antispasmodics. 

Irregular nervous actions on tho 
part of overworked or weak individ- 
uals frequently show a tendency to 
spasm and undue excitement which 
it is somotimes difficult to control 
Hysteria is one form of it, insomnia 
or sleeplessness is another manifes- 
tation of it. The bromides have 
been found the best medicines to 
counteract this nervous, spasmodic 
action, and especially the bromide of 
potash and soda. If the bromide of 
potassium is rejected by the stomach 
there is some irritability in that re- 
gion, and the soda salt should be 
I At least four grains of tho 
bromide of potash should bo given 
to a child, and much larger doses 
should be given to adults. 

Too small doses to have any effect 
are often administered. The bro- 
mides are nonpoisonous, and they can 
be used with considerable freedom 
among those who know nothing 
about tho danger of drugs. They 
are also valuable sometimes in re- 
lieving the pain of slight attacks of 
colic and headacho without leaving 
any bad after effects.— Yankee Blade. 



A Vogotable Pepsin. 

The useful properties of tho papaw 
plant have long been known to the 
various natives, and have been taken 
advantage of by them, as cau be seen 
by reference to the works of travel 
era who can themselves vouch for 
the accuracy of the accounts they 
narrate. Thus Drury, in "The Useful 
Plants of India," states that old hogs 
and poultry which are fed upon the 
leaves and fruit, however tough the 
meat they afford might otherwise 
be, are thus rendered perfectly ten- 
der and good if eaten as soon as 
killed. Browne, too, in his "Natural 
History of Jamaica," says that meat 
becomes tender after being washed 
with water to which the juice of the 
papaw tree has been added, and if 
left in such water ten minutes it will 
fall from the spit while roasting or 
separate into shreds while boiling.— 
Chambers' Journal.

The 
result in thoar* of look making was 
the pnxl notion of specimens, of 
which it is eai« that history and 
antfqiuuriana tell of ao finer Bpeci- 
amts art and handiwork being hap- 
pily compared. The tanjaliler lock is 
Mongolian, and has been in uee in 
the Celestial empire for centuries, 
the- ancieut Chinese Wing artists in 
mechanical devices, and by no means 
tho blockheads so literally scandal- 
ized on the sand lots and platforms 
of modern times. Tho combination 
padlock has also a venerable record, 
and is attributed to tho genius of a 
French locksmith, the opinion, how- 
ever, K ing held by antiquarians that 
its boo pption datea back to a remoter 
period. 

Bo that aa it may, it is evident that 
in locks as in everything else in pure 
mechanics, wo aro but improvers 
on our predecessors. Ingenuity has 
adapted itself to changing conditions. 
The lock is more a necessity than 
ever. It has moro valuables to pro- 
tect, and bettor ednoatod rogues to 
frustrate, and we are getting w.\ 
nently rich in both articles, whilo in 
the skill of the locksmith as much as 
in the valor of the police we place 
the faith that leaves no headache in 
our nightcaps, and keeps our bonds 
and ledgers safe. Wo have ovolu- 
tionised iu lock manufacture from 
the Egyptian article to the modern 
combination mystery of which, aa 
far as burglarious intentions aro con- 
cerned, there is no key but n deposit 
of giant powder or a pinch of dyna- 
mite. 

It is, however, to tho four types of 
ika named that we owo all subso- 
ient evolutions, and aro not per- 
J improvements, eo 
elderly skill as wo eomo- 
Ifc is simply a matter 
and in mechanical in- 
uity, as in a family calendar, wo 
Id as reasonably expect to be on 
le census roll without a grand- 
father, as to be where we are 
in manufactures without our ante- 
cedents. In the matter of lochs 
we care more al>out practical 
protection than in making their 
brass and iron monumental of a 
canonized man or act, and in this 
sense wo aro in keeping with tho ago 
that is more anxious about ita de- 
posits than its biographies. It is, 
however, none tho leas a fact that in 
the ingenious mechanism of tho 
modern lock wo aro but simply am- 
plifying the discoveries of our prede- 
cessors— Ago of Steel.

Tlilrfc and Too Hard to O.t to 
Be of Vary Great Da*. 

The only oil produced in Missouri 
in ISStf ami 1 K!K>, concerning which it 
has been possible to secure any in 
formation by the geological survey, 
was in West Boone township, Bates 
county, near the Kansas state lino, 
southoast from Paolo, whore tho oil 
Iiroducod in Kansas in 1889 was 
found. Tho oil comes from sand 220 
feet deep. It is similar in every re- 
spect to tho Kansas oil. It is sold to 
local dealers for lubricating purposes. 
In 1889 twenty barrels of oil, valued 
at $ J0, were produced. 

Tho cost of operating the well in 
that year was |850, the total capital 
$750. Tho territory consists of COO 
acres, valued as oil territory at $2J0, 
the rigs, well, onginw, etc., being 
valued at $020 and tank at £20. There 
was but ono producing well and ono 
tank. Tho cost of drilling the well 
was but $1.50 a foot 

An interesting history is connected 
with tho drilling of some wells at 
Adrian. Bates county. Mo. Oil was 
discovered horo in 1.SS9 at a depth of 
thirty-ihreo feet while prospecting 
for coal. Tho oil sand was sonic 
twenty -fivo foot thick, overlaid with 
soapstono shale to a thickness of 
eight feet 

The oil oozed from a rock into the 
shaft and was bailed out. The sliaft 
was in the creek bottom, and owing 
flooded by tho first high water the 
well ceased to produce Several drill 
holes wero then made. Three of 
theso yielded about six gallons in 
ten hours, but the holes wore not 
cased and wero soon drained out by 
water. In 1'8S3 a derrick was erected, 
prowr oil tools procured and a well 
sunk over 500 feet. All the oil so- 
cured in thir, well was found at from 
thirty-three to ninety feet in dopth. 
Tho woll was pumped but once, and 
then only for ten hours, tho product 
being twenty gallons of oil, with a 
largo quantity of water. 

Tho oil is similar to that found in 
Paoku In a report to tho geological 
survey, R. B. Marshall, of Adrian, 
states tli at ho has dono a great doal 
of prospecting for oil in that section 
of the country, and finds a strip of 
territory some ten miles long and 
from ono to threo miles wide under- 
laid with gas and oil, but that tho 
difficulty with tho region as a pro- 
ducing territory is that the sand is 
too lino and tho oil too thick to give 
any great production. There is a 
great deal of sand rock impregnated 
with oil, which can bo driven out by 
heat— St. Louis Globe- Democrat

Don. Laban T. Moore died at! 
home in Catlettsburg of heart failure^ 
on Wednesday night, aged G4. Col. ' 
Moore had suffered a severe attack of 
pneumonia and was not able to with- 
stand the shock of the disease. 

Hon. Laban T. Moore was born 
January 13, 1829, in Cabell county, 
Va., and was of Germau parentage. 
After completing his education, which 
was obtained chiefly at Marietta Col- 
lege, he began the practice of law, and 
was located for a time in thLs city. 
He afterward moved to Louisa, 
Lawrence county, and while there 
was the Whig candidate in 1850 for 
Congressman, from what |was then 
"our district." His. race was a mem- 
orable one, and is often spoken off by 
our people. He was elected, and it 
was during this time that he deliver- 
ed his celebrated speech on "An 
ivided Country." At the expira- 
of his term, he was offered the 
re nomination, but declined the honor. 

At the beginning of the war he 
raised and became Colonel of the 
Fourteenth Kentucky United States 
Infantry. For many years ho had 
jsided in Catlettsburg, and his ability 
as a lawyer aud his fame as an orator 
have made his namo familiar all over 
the country. In I85G Col. Moore was 
married to Miss Sarah Everett, of 
Virginia. Fivo daughters wore born 
to them. He served with distinction 
in tho State Senate aud late Consti- 
tutional Convention.

Albert Barnes Waylaid and Bru 
tally Slain Almost Within 
Sight of His Own Door. 



On Saturday night as Albert Barnes 
was returning from his store at Bowe 
Powell county, to his home in Men 
fee county, near Chamber's Statio 
and when he was within a quarter of 
a mile of that home, ho was bra tall; 
shotdowu by villiaus who had way 
laid him. 

The parties were hid behind somi 
hay stacks at a dark and lonesomi 
turn of the road, and, as the victin 
in range they poured into his 
head and body two loads of buckshot 
His death was instantaneous, as his 
iding whip was still clinched In his 
hand when he was found. 

The killing occurred about seven 
o'clock in the evening, but the body 
not found until Sunday morning, 
range circumstance in this con- 
ion is that some young men in a 
buck wagon . so it is told, rode by the 
place just after Barnes was shot. 
They say they heard the reports of the 
guns, and that wheu they reached tho 
place where the body lay, their horse 
shied at something lying in the road. 
One of the party got out aud saw it 
was a man lying on the ground blee'd 
ing. They say, so report goes, that 
they made no further investigatioi 
■nt on and told no one of tho ch 
instance, until the next day. Thi 
unds exceedingly improbabh 
Around tho hay stacks were foot 
prints, and the waddiug of the guns 
was also found, showing that muzzle 
loaders were used. Iu one of the guns 
the wadding used was yarn, while 
leaves torn from a memorandum book 
was used for wadding In the other. 
Arrests will probably have been made 
ere this reaches our readers. J 
Barnes was well-known in this ci 
where he was raised. He was 
son of R. M. Barnes, Sr., and his 
brothers, T. K., R. M., J. W., H. II 
and James, and his sister, Mrs. A. H 
Judy, all live here. His body was 
brought to this city yesterday, and 
buried in Machpelah cemetery. Elder 
II. D. Clark conducted the services at 
the grave. 

The murderous spirit so rife in this 
portion of Kentucky must be given 
check. It is only some two weeks 
since a most foul assassination was 
done on our streets — it was a brutal, 
cowardly murder — and now comes 
this equally dastardly aud brutal kill- 
ing from our neighboring county of 
Menefee. These things are unmis- 
takable evidence that the lawless aud 
reckless portion of our section are 
need of the exercise of the strong arm 
of the law, to keep them iu check. 
We repeat what we have said before, 
the good people of our portion of the 
State must give the officers of tho law 
that sort of backing as shall enable 
them to properly execute the law of 
the land.

DIAGRAM OF MODEL BASQUE. 
In the first place it requires one yard and 
a half of strong silesia or drilling for waist 
lining. Tills should bo cut into the form 
shown by the diagram, but thedarts should 
not be cut until it is fitted. To get the 
properilimenRionsput the material, doubled 
lengthwise, on a table, and having the dia- 
gram before you measure the length of the 
waist from the neck to the bottom. Make 
dots at these places along the doubled sel- 
vage. Measure the length from shoulder 
to waist and the distance from the straight 
line from shoulder to front, keeping the 
3 distance to bottom; then mark the 
darts, which must vary according to the 
figure of tho person. If very stout they 
must be about two inches across at tho 
^kwaist line; if slender, one to one and a half, 
"^nd a reference to tho diagram will show 
i .f ho form. The back nnd side body pieces 
»,o be measured from top to waist line, 
hen the lining is cut, allowing at least 
£ inches margin beyond tho seam, it

It was on a cold night In November 
that 1 drew up my comfortable chair 
before a cheerful blaze in my simply 
furnished, pleasant library, and with 
my bead resting on the pillow of the 
chair fell to meditating. I had just re- 
turned home after paying two short 
visits to dear old friends of my happy 
school days, who for ten years had boon 
mistresses of their own homes. I was 
trying, as I sat there, to answer the 
question why it was that I had enjoyed 
my visit so much more at Mrs. Van 
Dyke's than 1 did at Mrs. Barstow's. 
Both ladies were bright, cordial, enter- 
taining, intelligent and exceedingly 
hospitable, and 1 had looked forward for 
two years to the pleasure of visiting 
them in their own homes. 

They were living in inland cities about 
300 milos apart Both of these friends 
had married lawyers, who were already 
earning good incomes, and both families 
had the entree to the best focioty. 

The homes of these friends were not 
only comfortable but exceedingly taste- 
ful and pleasant, and the children in 
both homes were bright, handsome and 
merry, with plastic minds ready to be 
molded by their parents. 

Yet with alt this similarity in the so- 
cial position of both families, in the in- 
comes thoy received, in the homes they 
had built, in the education of the 
parents and in their church relations 
tho atmosphero of these two homes was 
very different, and a visit in the one was 
a great contrast to the other. 

I recalled many incidents of the two 
visit*, and thoy convinced me, "and 
more strongly than ever before, that 
the mother makes the home. Her taste, 
her methods, her ideas, her example, 
her influence, her spirit are all im- 
pressed upon the household and create 
its atmosphere. 

At Mrs. Van Dyke's not only was all 
the household machinery so well oiled 
that its running was noiseless, but there 
was no friction whatever in tho family. 
The household arose betimes, in the old 
fashioned way, and all the children 
were ready for breakfast when the meal 
was announced, and they appeared ap- 
propriately dressed, and each with hap- 
py face bidding their parents, each 
other, and tho guests a pleasant good 
morning. Then after morning prayer, 
in which tho servants participated, each 
of the older children quietly disap- 
peared from tho sitting room to attend 
to a few practical duties before getting 
ready for school, appearing ere long, 
with books in hand, for a goodby kiss 
and to hoar tho hist cheery word from 
mother as they started out.

In every department tho household 
seemed to move along harmoniously and 
without apparent exertion or undue care 
on the part of the mother.

I remembered going into one of tho 
children's rooms to look at a gift of a 
pretty picture, and us little Mary opened 
a bureau drawer 1 noticed how neat and 
orderly it was as was also her closet, 
where tho shoes and rubbers evon wero 
set back against tho baseboard with 
regularity and precision.

Van Dyke when we were alone if Mary, 
who was nine yoars old, arranged her 
closet and drawers herself,' to which 
question her mother replied:

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How beantiful it was to see that 
mother gather her little flock about her 
and tell them a good story, or read to 
them, or recite some pretty poems, and 
talk with them about their lessons, oud 
after dinner play a few merry games 
with them. Then when bedtime came 
the excused herself for half an hour and 
staid with her children as they pre- 
pared for bed, singing sweet little hymns 
to them, and with unstudied effort -Hid- 
ing their thoughts aright and bidding 
them happy good nights. That, she said, 
was one of her precious half hours which 
was seldom interfered with. 

1 could not but contrast with all those 
sweet memories my visit at Mrs. Bar- 
stow's. While she wits as attractive and 
intelligent and more witty than Mrs. 
Van Dyke, she had no repose of manner, 
no faculty in keeping things in order, 
no quiet control over her children and 
much less enjoyment with them. There 
was continual friction in her household, 
and while there was no lack of love and 
confidence there was a lack of unity, 
and consequently continual conflict. 

Two or three children were frequent- 
ly late to breakfast, morning prayers 
were often omitted because all the 
family were late, at school time books 
could not be found, and shoe buttons 
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ndered 'tho 
mother from attending to her own 
duties at the proper time, and through- 
out the household this lack of prompt- 
ness and order was felt, and much which 
otherwise would have been easy to ac- 
complish was made difficult. 

To Mrs. Barstow, therefore, it seemed 
a great undertaking to give a dinner 
party. Then, too, she attempted an 
elaborate affair with seven or eight 
courses, with decorated menus and 
much expense, a dinner that required 
most of her time anil thought for sev- 
eral days, and tho time of her servants, 
as well as the expense of hiring extru 
help. All theso preparations so ex- 
hausted the hostess that she could not 
enjoy her guests with tho zest she might 
otherwise havo had, and the effort made 
was unconsciously felt by the guests, 
and it hindered perfect ease and un- 
affected pleasuro.
